The hippodrome where Ben 
Hur, the Jew, contested with Messala, 
tlhe Roman, is in ruins, but the East and

The purpose of this story is to place 
again before the reader a city that has 
been the capital of the Nester East, anil 
that in the near future may again becoine 
a controlling factor in the trade of the 
Levant. ft is the story of Antioch the 
Gelortiniis, 


SELEUCUS VISITS A SHETKE O% MOUNT 
CASILS 


Fleeing jor his life acress the Syrian 
Desert. with seareely fifty horsemen ut 
his back. wis fot an auspicious: Opening 
for am worn mat ambitious to found 
a kingdom of bis own. But Stich is the 
picture of Seleneus Nicator, favorite of 
Alexander the Great, commander of the 
Macedonian Horse, Governor of Baby- 
lon, and finally head of the House of 
Seleucus, which for nearly three hundred 
years Tiled an empire stretching at Loires 
from India to the Azgean Sea. 

The break up of Alexander's empire 
frowght two decades of strife, resulting 
in the eniergence of four great dive 
sions—Eeypt at the south, Macedonia 
and Greece to the west, Asia Minor in 
the north, nnd Syria, with Mesopotamia, 
in the center amd enst. Vietory at the 
Hattle of Tpsus, ir) gor B. C., gave Seleu- 
ens aniral over this Syrian kingdom. 

Almost the first act af Seleticus after 
hig victory: was to proceed to a sacred 
shrine on the summit af Mount Crsins, 
and there offer sacrifices of thanksgiving 
tor Zens, | 

Of all the spiendid mountains in Syria, 
none is more beautiful, more digrittied, 
more mysterions, than Mount Casius of

English, From whatever side it is viewed, 
it isa repular cone, Gjooo feet in heyht, 
so-steep that it can be ascended only Tram 
the eastern side, and then with difficulty, 
Prean its sutnemit to the sea-on the west 
and the Orontes River on the north, the 
siiles are ao unbroken by foothills ani] 
valleys that it seems os if a boulder 
started at the top would roll) withent 
hindrance to the sea.

A FLIGHT OF HIRDS PTERMINED THR 
LOCATION OF SELEUCEA 


Fallowing hits: religricns devotions. on 
Mount Casius, ‘the. fight of a flock of 
birds guided the victorious Selewews to 
the founding of a Mediterranean seaport 
for his new kingdom. ‘This city of 
Selevician became larwe and flourishing, 
with a harbor protected by artifctal 
brenkwaters and a large inclosed txsin, 
where the (reek andl Roman galleys 
could Toad and unload directly ot the 
wharves. 

From this harbor, in later years, the 
Apostles Barnabas and Saul sailed oway 
to lear their gospel message to the Ro- 
min world, 

The ancient breakwaters, the rock cita- 
del guarding the harbor entrance, and the 
outlines of the inter basin can str! be 
traced, This same site was suTveved 
recently by an American syndicate as a 
possible location for a pert and the 
terminus of a railway from Asia Minor 
to the Mediterranean, tapping the rich 
mineral regions of the interior.

tain. built by Anumochus IT, aad the most 
heantiful portion to the east, built by 
Antiochus Epiphanes, During the Selen- 
cid era the city covered a space four 
miles long by two miles wide. Tn adddi- 
tine, there were populous snburha, stich 
os Heracles and Laphne, 

The general plan adnopted im building 
was one much admired af that. time, 
There wis one long main street, in gen 
eral parallel with the river. All other 
streets were either parallel with this main 
street or at right angles to it, This 
“checker-board” plan 
Greek cites. 

Bridges spanned the river both to the 
island and to the northern bank. The 
points of the mountath were crowned 
with temples, shrines, und a citadel, 

The whole city was surrounded by a 
great wall which ie suit to have been 
severity to ciphty feet high, to have heen 
protected by 360 towers, iil to have 
been 40 broad that a team of four horses 
could drive abreast on the top of it. 

It i thought ly «ome that this plan of 
Antioch, especially the great colonnaded 
street, was eopied in the planning of 
other cities, such as Palmyra and Jerash. 
Indeed, Miller in his “Antiquities of 
Antioch” contends that Antiec! 
original product of Greek art, that other 
cities were yaitterned after it, and that 
later decorations “of Antioch were merely 


was typical of 


copies or restorations of the earlier Greek- 


beauties by the less orginal Roman con- 
querors. 


A STRERT OF MAGNIFICENT SLRS IMO 


The ‘most magnificent splendor of 
Antioch was its great street. This ran 
straight throuwgl: the city from cast to 
west, At each end there was an im- 
ptessive gate. “Tle eastern pute was later 
known os the “Gate of St. Paul” It was 
still standing. forty yenrs aga, almost 
complete; bur now ever the foundations 
have been removed for buildings in the 
modern city. The western, or Daphnean 
Gate, wae called the “Gate of the Cheru- 
bitn,”” for over this gate Titus placed the 
golden cherulim he had taken irom the 
temple in Jerusalen, 

‘Thest two gates were about four miles 
apart. Between them was a -grand 
boulevard.

One who has visited the ruins of 
Jerash, cast of the Jordan, or Palmyra, 
cr the beautiful white marile street of 
Ephesus, con form some conception of 
what this glory of Antioch must have 
been. 

On each side of the street was a double 
row of columns, The outside aisle in each 


case was roofed ower, furnishing a shady

walk in summer and a dry and sheltered 
way during the winter storms. Between 
the hiner rows of cola: was a broad 
lighway for chariots and horsemen. It 
has been estimated that if these colunuis 
were the same distance from each other 
as those still standing tm the street of 
Malmyr, there would have been 6.300 
inv all. | 

This street was lined with magnificent 
public biuthiings, temples, shrines, and 
palaces of the nolies. | 

Imagine, then, this grand ‘highway, 
with its long vista of granite, marble, and 
porphyry columms, its covered promenade 
rich in states and’ carvings, its marble 
pavements, its beaitifal Grecian archi- 
recture, and, terminating all, the golden 
decorations of the western gate blazing: 
HM the hight of the setting sum, 

A STREET OF GAY THRONGS AND BRILLIANT 
PROCESSIONS 

Fill this street with its busy throngs of 
mien and women: bere a religivs pro- 
cession, the priests clad in the muatny- 
colored] vestments of their office, the 
antnal for socrifwe decked with wreaths 
nnd garlands of fowers, and the company, 
of singers chanting the solemn proces- 
sional: there a pay throng of revelers in 
wedding procession, escorting the luridal 
pair to the beautiful Nympheum, ocar 
the river side, a great cicular, dome- 
coveted building, neh m columns and 
eatues, and swith cool, plashing foun- 
tiins—in imatitition with: special aecom- 
madations forthe eclebratiin of nuptiats ; 
or, again, down the great street there 
night cote seme victorias general, re- 
turning in triumph from his foreign cam 
peigri Lives, soldiers, AOVeTCIETS. all 
following his trinmphal car. Thus came 
the erent Caesar himaelf, while the coty 
rescuimiled agai and agam to cries of 
lovilty son! adoration, 

Up-and, dawn this ‘street have passed 
net only the stately religions procession, 
the hippy bridal party. the triumphant 
eonqueror, ahd the magnificent attay of 
the glorious king, but alsa there has 
rushed the mob, wild with fury and 
drunk with the passion of plurider and 
massacre, ©) preat street of Antioch, 
what scenes of splendor, pleasure, and 
of horror hive been enacted on those 
marble pavements from gate to gate, and

Many ther streets crossed the greit 
street, always at right angles; and at 
every intersection arches were erected, 
called: “tetrapyli.” 

About the middle of the ci another 
broad street, also colommided, extends! 
from the river to the mountain. In this 
street, near the river, was located the 
Nymplueum, mentioned previcisly, ani 
where it crossed the great street was 
created the “Ornmphalios, | 

This altar was the center of the city 
and was devised in imitation of that at 
Metphi, which had been creeted by the 
ancient Greeks, supposing Delphi to le 
the center of the werld. Here waa a 
sitting state af Apollo, the patron god 
of the Seleucids, | : 

Chutside the castor gate for a distance 
ef twoontles King Herod. of the Jews 
lanit a continuation of the great street, 

Herod's street also hail niwe of eo 


comms and was paved with marble. ft 


traversed the portion of the city known 
ns Here's Stilwath. 

From the western or Daphne Gate, a 
great highway extended for some six or 


wight iniies throngl the =ularh of Her- 


clea to the noted Girowe of Daphne. This 
ratil skirted the low foothills, At fre 
ytent intervals there were fotuntains, and 
on both sides were the magnificent villas 
ef the nobility of Antineh,

"At oteht the streets wore brilliantly 
Humined by lights rivaling. the light of 
day, This wis one of the splendore of 
the city, The Antiochaeins turned night 
into day, not looking for security; but 
pleasure, Night became a part of diy, 
and the most beautiful part. Especially 
were the baths and the approaches thereto 
Humined.” From thts description one 
might imagine himself reading of aur 
twentieth century Gay White Way, with 
i mynad electric fights. | 

An abundance of splendid water con- 
touted to the jov amd pleasures of the 
Seleucid capitnd Not oly was there 
the river Orontes, but great aqucilicts 
brought a copious supply of clear, pure 
water from the mountains, ‘Two large 
aquedicts entered the city from the cnst

and a e@renter number from the west, 
bringing the waters of Daphne to the 
gardens, fountains, and baths of the city. 

Antioch was everywhere beautited 
with statues in marble arid bronze. It 
was the delight of the great who visited 
the place to erect a state, to dedente a 
shrine, to luuld an agiueduct, or present 
a bath, Tt 18 sated that there were <0 
many public buildings in the erty that the 
poorer peaple had to live outside the 
wills or in one of the subttrhs. 

The size of the city was.30 by 36 stadia, 
eqital to 314 by 4 miles. St. Chrysestom 
gives the population as 200,000, which 
ntimber did not include boys, girls, or 
slaves: It is, therefore, safe to say that 
Antioch, with its immediate suburbs, was 
a city of half a onilion peaple. 


“ik MOST DELIGHTFUL MACK. oF THE 
White EARTH 


Passing through the city gate at the 
‘weatern end of the greatestrect, one fol- 
lows the road through the suburb of 
Heraclea, Thos road follows the tum 
irige of the foothills. High on the left 
THe the rugged micuntains, Shopng away 
on the right ore green fields, beyond 
which winds the Orontes. This road was 
ence lined with beautiful gardens sur- 
rounding aplendicd villas, and kept fresh 
aod flowering by alundatnt streams of 
water from the neighboring hills, At fre- 
quent mtervals there were bubbling foun- 
tins, inviting the thirsty to refresh them. 
celves, ail wayside shrines, where the 
weary coold rest aml the devout could 
py their devotwns, 

Heracles itself mist hive been a beau 
tiful suburb, located on rising ground, 
well supplied with water, and possessing 
a splendid view of the river valley ani 
the surrewncding mouttains, One dil not 
step at Heracles long, however, buat hins- 
tened on through mich gardens, past tie 
hoses and villas, to the wonderful Val- 
ley of Daphne. " 

This valley is about six miles from 
Antioch, Ancient writers, praising its 
beauty, called it “the most delightful 
place of the whole earth,” “the pleasant- 
est cotner in the earth,” and “the garden 
of Venus and the graces.” A narrow 
valley, descending between two ugh, 
rocky meamntains, broadens out ito a 


in 


fine plateau, at a point where beautiful 
strenins of clear, cold water break forth 
from the rocks. These fall ina series of 
cascides mtethe gorge below, where 
they unite into a torrent rushing away 
to the Orontes : 

In the floor of this valley UFe Te res 
hittle wooded ishinds, with green and 
grassy shores; High hanks of moss and 
ferns, with the streams of water spread 
mat in lace-like falls, give ta the place 
delicintsly cool and refreshing: wapeet. 

Int former days the moutitain sides 
were covered: with forests; the platen 
was adorned with groves of cypress, anil 
the narrow valley was green with clumps 
of laurel, . | 

The Valley of Daphne is beautiful to- 
dav ino its abundance of water und. its 
wild tangle of moss and fern and over 
running vines. But “the pleasantest cor- 
ner th the eandth” it must have been when 
it was all in the order of ao great wild 
garden, praced with beautiful temples, 
peopled with nymphs and drvads, and 
veiled in the poetic mystery of Greek re- 
liginus fancy. 

There has heen sone dispute as to the 
location of Daphne; Init to one who Tins 
visited! the place there can be no doubt. 
The beauties of the valley itself are un- 
rivaled, and the ruins on cvery hand 
would seem to mark the place beyond 
question, 

At the very fountain headare the ruins 
of some great building, perhaps the tem- 
ple of Apollo. Fron this point a nimber 
of aqueducts lend away m the direction 
of Antioch, 

The whole plateau ic strewn with 
broken pieces of marble nichly carved; 
granite coliwmns are everywhere, project- 
ing from the fields or built into thie rar 
den walls. ‘The peasants’ houses ore 
adorned with marble scrolls, ancient key- 
4tenes, or broken bits of decoration fram 
ancient palaces. One cannot but specn- 
late as to what fies boned a few feet 
under the soi. But the heathen. temples 
were destroved with fire in Christian 
times, and terrible earthquakes long ago 
reduced the magnifivent huildings to heaps 
of ruins. | 

What)a show-place Daphne must have 
heen in its prime! Apollo was the brother 


of Diana, the goddess of the chase, who

Apollo, happening one diy to be tn pis 
benutiful valley, presumably to pay a 
visrt te his hintress sister, chanted to 
spy the beautiful nymph Daphne. She 
espied] Apollo at the <ame instant and set 
off in a wild Aigh’ down the valley. Of 
course, Apollo followed hard, She 
trved to her mother, Earth, for protec- 
lion, With the result that she was changed 
atvonce into a laurel: Imagine bemg m 
pean of a beautiful male only to 
ive One's eager arms enibrace the cruel 
branches of a bush! 

‘The laurel wis ewer after sacred to 
Apollo, and wath its leaves he crowned 
the victors in the games. The valley 
where this ticident occured was named 
Deiphine in honercat the nymph and was 
held sacred to Apollo and Diann, — 

When the god started in pursuit of 
Daphne he was socager that he courelessly 
threw down the handfitl of arrows which 
he earried, From one of these atrows 
the golden pomt was broken and re- 
mained hidden tn the earth wit the time 
wi Seleveus Nicator, By the pawing of 
the conqueror’s horse this golden arrow- 
head wus wnicovernl, 

What finally became of this prize 15 
not recorded; but proof of the incident 
is deduced on certam coins of Antioch 
showing Apollo aimingr aim arraw into the 
earth At any tite, tiiy incident: caused 
Seleacus to build a magmihcet temple to 
Apollo on this epat. Daphne henceforth 
became such a center of worslup and 
jleasore. that Antioch was at times re- 
ferred to as “Antioch near Daphne.” 

This temple of Apollo, embewered in 
a cypress grove, was built with splernudisl 
cohimes at beth front aint back and with 
Homers cokimms inside, [ts walls and. 
pavernents were of beautifully colored 
marble and the roof and celmg were of 
cedar; but the chief feature of the tem- 
ple was the colossal statue of Apollo, 
mide of wood and marble, All the ex- 
puased parts of the body were of gleaming 
white, but the portions peaeaeah by the 
rohe were of wood.

At-the side of the statue hung a cithera, 
nich with gold and gems, which the gov 
touched with the fingers of one hand, 
while the hali-open lips seemed to breathe 
forth a song. ‘Phe other hand held a 
folden saucer, from which Apollo was 
abort to drink or to pour forth a libation 
10 Mother Earth. 

The whole state was richly decorate: 
an) was considered! one af the finest 
works of an in this pwrt af the world. 
Just when the statue was completed ts 
not Eriown, but certainly oot later than 
the time of Antiochos Epiphanes as it 
appears on bis coins, It was finally de- 
troyed by fire in the reiga of the Fm- 
peror Julian, 

MANY EXCISE MARKED THE FESTIVITIES 
AT DAPHNE 


It would be difficult indeed to present 
tn tlecninte account of the worship, the 
ahases and the excesses of this shrme of 
Wiaphne, ‘Titly the place, in its natural 
suitrotiidings and invite elaborate decora- 
tions, was beatiful beyond desetiption. 

The mountain slopes were covered 
with proves of cypress; the valley was 
etecn with clunips of laurel bushes; the 
banks were soft with grass and bright 
with flowers.

Rome, of course, wos the ceriter of all 
magnifncence and power. The city of 
Aléexanilria, in Egypt, was reckoned! sec- 
ond in aze and wealth Antioch was 
considered the third city of the Enrpire, 
and hence of the work But when one 
reads af this splendid city, the gateway 
of the Enst, the starting point of so many 
important militury expeditions, the resi- 
dence of so many scholars, generals, and 
emperors, he cannot but question whether 
Antioch were not ierely the third city

in the world, but almost the rival of 
Rome tiself, | 
The city was finally lost to the Rotnans 


when tt was captured by the Saracens, in 


635. Arabic historians praise the city 
for its walls, 1s fine resulences, and the 


number of its people; but they make no 
mention of its public buildings, which 
doubtless had heen thrown down by the 


numerous earthquakes and had fallen 
into. decay thriwch the ravages of time. 
The Crraders captured the city in 
fogs and held it as the capital of north- 
erm Sytin until 1268, when it was cap 
tured by the Sultan of Rev. In 1832 
it was taken by [brahwm Pasha, but re- 


stoted ta Turkish mile at the conclusion 


Of peace.

BA oprove an witeresting subject, ani 
From iteno small ariwaut of history and 
geography is to be learaed, Tt is, how- 
ever, a more complicated subject to trace 
than the origin af the nomenclature of 
Eiiropenn Stntes, which, for the mioét 
port, bear names derived snmply from the 
ancient tribes by which ihey were for- 
nierly inhabited, 

For example, Engtand, Scotland. Hun- 
gry, Belgium, Pratice, atid Switzerland 
are nates that come down te 1s core GF 
less directly from the ewetier tribal in- 
hohitants of these countries, 

The State names ofthe United States 
inf tiny caves reflect the wurted miion- 
alities which firat explored or colonized 
these States, Alany bear Trdian mates, 
descriptive of sotne titoral feature of 
the regio or taken from some. tribe 
living in that section, and we find a few 
rmed for Liropean sovereigns and 
other tdividuals, while one bears the 
rome of a fabled island of romance and 
another ts numed after a hely chiy. Soll 
athers bear names that do not Fatt into 
any particnir class, bot which mist be 
treated individually. 

Hence we fir that, although the nu 
jority of our Stites have names af In- 
dinn origin, there are <tfficient of Eng- 
lish, French, and Spanish source ta mark 
the limits of the explorition and eolont- 
gation of those natlons, The Indian 
Hames are typed! of America, and al- 
thovgh the red tan hos dwindled, beth 
in members sil power, his suhorous and 
euphinions place-nanies confront us on 
every hand. 

Strong ties botind our earlier setylers 
ti thet mother countries, aud from them 
were derived most of the early geogmph- 
ical names. While we cannot but admit 
that thie may have shown a commenti: 
love of the mother land, as evinced by.a 
laudatile desire to spread her placenames 
into. the wilderiess, it fs also manifest 
that this tendency was In many cases, n- 
dicative of a paucity of imagination and 
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a poor sense ofthe Atness of names. The 
practice resulted in giving. 1s many inup- 
propriate plice-mines; for tames-sich as 
New York, Maryland, and New. [Lamy 
shire in themselves convey tmothinig te 
oar minds, mn the other hand, Ken- 
tucky, Massachusetts, amd Alatmria, al- 
thourh we may net be fimiliar with their 
exact meaning, at least speak to ms of an 
earher and sterner day, when the red 
man reatwxl this laid and the setiler

O¥ our 48 States, we find that-25 bear 
names OF Indian origin, while i are 
Linglish, sx Spantsh, three Trench, and 
two bear names that must be considered, 
from a historical standpoint, American. 

Considering the States with English 
names: first, the origin of most af these 
will be familiar ta us from our studies in 
American colonial histery, The first of 
these is New Hampshire, the ortemal 
territory of which was conveved by a 
patent of the Plymouth Company to John 
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Wheo the Dutch navigator Adrian 
Hock sailed into Narmiyggansett Mav, 
alwut iGtg, he encountered an land of 
hery aspect, doe to the red clay om some 
portions of its. shores.

TIME GF OUR STATES HAVE FRENCH 
NAMES 


Of the three States bearing French 
names, the orgin of ote is doubttul. 
This <viall sumber is out of proportion 
to the extent of French explorations, evi- 
dence of which can be gained: from the. 
trail of French place-names from the 
month of the St. Lawrence, through 
Auntreal, Quebec, and the Great Lakes, 
Pictroit: Sant Sie. Marie and Duluth, 
down the Mississippi Valley, past Des 
Moines and St. Louie ta New Orleans. 

The Freneli made some great discov- 
enes—the St. Lawrence, some of ithe 
Great Lakes, anid Lake Champlam, for 
instance, They were fearless adven- 
turers: no land was toa wild to explore, 
no river te).swift to crass of loo adanger- 
ons to navigate, no mountains too high 
to ascend. But the fact temains that, in 
spite of all these accomplishments, they 
were not yierotts colaniats. 

Vermont was first explored by Sampel 
de Champlain in 1609 and was so mane 
by him after its Greeti Mountains (Vert 
Mont), which afte the darninating natural 
fentire of the Stam. Tt is altogether 
fitting that the name of this intremd ex- 
plorer should he perpetuated in that of 
the larwest fresh-water lake in the United 
Sintes (aside from the Great Lakes), 
which forms the greater part of the west- 
ern boundary af the Green Modntain 
State.

Fe, Las Vegas, and Allnqiterygie: Ari- 
zona with San Carlos and many smaller 
Spanish-name\ed towns, to California, with 
San Francises, Sacramento, and Los 
Angeles and a host of “Sams” nmning 
the whole list of saints’ names from An- 
selmo to Rafael, In southern Colorade, 
Nevada, ard western Utah, also, traces 
of Spanish exploration and settlement 
can be gleaned from the place-numes.

Most, if not all, of these Indian terms 
have sulfered cormption at the hands af.

Prom the translation of Indian names 
we gain an iden of the practical mind of 
the Indian, He lived in the oper, clove 
to nature: he hunted and fished throtgh- 
wut his whole life, and bis constant-cori- 
tact with the forests atid stress, hills 
and plains, shows in hia system of no- 
menclatere, for his plaice-nmames ore mest 
descriptive and invariably baserl an seme 
natural feature of the country. 

The Tnedian never took names from 
ather lands than his, and did mot honor 
individuals with geographical names, os 
dees the white man, He was seldom sat- 
isfied with short descriptive names, such 
as could be translated fate “gréen hill” 
ar “swift river,” but was partial to poly- 
svllabic names, which, when translated,. 
had such meanings os “honey water of 
rhany coves” or “winding river of many 
fish,” Such translations of Indian names 
retiain with us, ‘although the original 
words may have heen shortened or cor- 
rupted by the white iii. 
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case the tribe of-tins name showed con- 
siderable proclivities for wourering-
